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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant is advised that should claim 2 be found allowable, claim 5 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Himmel 
et al (hereinafter "Himmel", US 6037934). 

Regarding claim 1 , Himmel teaches a method for limiting access to an 
information network, comprising the steps displaying a web page (for example, 
displaying the home page, col. 5, lines 28-30); allowing navigation from said web page 
to a web page of a different domain up to a specified Navigation Boundary 
(allowing the user to traverse to another web page which belongs the list of URLs in the 
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active bookmark set) (col. 9, lines 43-50 and 58-60), disallowing navigation to a web 
page of a different domain beyond the Navigation Boundary (col. 9, lines 50-54). 

Regarding claims 2, 4-5, and 8, Himmel teaches wherein the information network 
is an intranet or a global information network (col. 1 , lines 4-8). 

Regarding claims 3 and 7, Himmel teaches further including the step of 
disallowing navigation to predetermined domains (Blacklist Bookmark Set, col. 10, lines 
51-53). 

Regarding claim 6, Himmel teaches wherein the web page is a home page 
of a browser program for the information network (col. 5, lines 28-30). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Himmel. 

Regarding claim 9, Himmel teaches that traversing to another Web page can be 
performed by URL entry or via hyperlink (col. 5, lines 30-36). Himmel does not teach 
that navigation is allowed only via hyperlinks. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, having the teaching of Himmel at the time the invention was 
made, to modify the navigation interface taught by Himmel to allow navigation only via 
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hyperlink with the motivation being to create a navigation interface where the user is not 
forced to enter a lengthy URL (Himmel, col. 2, line 7). 

Regarding claims 10 and 12, Himmel teaches wherein the information network is 
an intranet or a global information network (col. 1 , lines 4-8). 

Regarding claims 11, Himmel teaches further including the step of disallowing 
navigation to predetermined domains (Blacklist Bookmark Set, col. 10, lines 51-53). 

Regarding claim 13, Himmel teaches that traversing to another Web page can be 
performed by URL entry or via hyperlink (col. 5, lines 30-36) or via web pages selected 
from a predetermined favorites list (col. 2, lines 4-7; col. 6, lines 19-22). Himmel does 
not teach that navigation is allowed only via hyperlinks and web pages selected from a 
predetermined favorites list. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art, having the teaching of Himmel at the time the invention was made, to modify the 
navigation interface taught by Himmel to allow navigation only via hyperlink or via web 
pages selected from a predetermined favorites list with the motivation being to create a 
navigation interface where the user is not forced to enter a lengthy URL (Himmel, col. 2, 
line 7). 

Regarding claims 14 and 16, Himmel teaches wherein the information network is 
an intranet or a global information network (col. 1 , lines 4-8). 

Regarding claim 1 5, Himmel teaches further including the step of disallowing 
navigation to predetermined domains (Blacklist Bookmark Set, col. 10, lines 51-53). 
5. The prior art made of record on form PTO-892 and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Applicant is required under 37 C.F.R. 1.111(c) to
